DOING THE TOWN, 


FATAL ROW OF WM. F. HOKE IN 
THE BAD LANDS.

IT STARTED OVER WOMEN. 


His Assailants Are Unknown, but 
Capt. O’Malley Is Running a Drag- 
Net Through the District. 


Witllam F. Hoke, an electrician for the 
Wagoner Electric Company, was stabbed 
and fatally wounded early Thursday morn- 
ing on Chestnut street between Twenty- 
third street and Jefferson avenue. 


At 2 o’clock he was still alive, but was ex- 
pected to die before night. His mother has 
been telegraphed for. 

His assailants are unknown. The police 
have made numerous arrests. Hoke par- 
tially identified one suspect, but other facts 
Scarcely bear out the theory that he was 
connected with the crime. 

Two women had a hand in It. They have 
not been located by the police and until 


they are fouhd the affair is likely to re- 
main a mystery. 


Hoke has lived tn St. Louis for three 
years. Recently he has been stopping at the 
boarding-house of Mrs. Seawall, 1414 Olive 
street. His home is in Baxter Springs, Kan., 
sixteen miles from Joplin, Mo. Several 
months ago he was laid off by the Wagner 
company, owing to dull times, and he only 
secured work again last Monday. 

Monday evening there arrived from Jop- 
lin an old boyhood friend of Hoke, in the 
person of Dick M. Wright. He Its a travel- 
ing man out of work. He came here looking 
for a position and stopped temporarily at 
Hurst's Junior Hotel, Sixth and Lucas ave- 
nue. , 

Wednesday night Hoke met Wright at the 
hotel and they decided to look over the town. 
Wright had the money and Hoke the ex- 
perience. After having a few drinks down 
town, they boarded a Washington avenue 
car and got off at Seventeenth street. Thence 
they wandered over to the bad lands around 
Chestnut street. 

From this point on it Is rather difficult 
to follow the movements of the young rois- 
terers, for Wright got so drunk he cannot 
remember what happened, ant Hokes’ con- 
dition after he was stabbed miade his state- 
ments unreliable. 

According to the bear information t):rt 
could be obtained, Hoke and Wright vis- | 
ited a number of immoral houses, and 
Wright bought a number of botiles of 
beer. Wright remembers this. They wére 
in Florence Ballard’s place, at 2312 Chest- 
nut street, and Flossie Bernards, at 
Chestnut street. 

Both men were drunk by this time, es- 
pecially Wright, who had drank nothing in 
@ year and was more easily affected than 
his citified companion. 

About 12:30 o'clock the two staggered out 
of Florence Ballard’s pjace and started east 
on Chestnut street toward the saloon on 
the corner run by Jonn W. Ranson. In 
front of the saloon they met two women 
who stopped them. All four entered the 
place—whether together or not Wright 
cannot remember and the police are unable 
to find any one else who knows. 

At any rate a drink was ordered and 
Wright paid for it. He remembers this. 
The next thing he cun call to his wind 
is loud, angry talking. He heard Hoke 
ery out to one of the women, “I can lick 
you and any of your pimps, too.’ 

But there was no fight in the saloon at 
that time. Hoke and Wright got outside 
and were walking up chestnut. street 
toward Jefferson avenue, when some one 
come up from behind them. Wright heard 
&@ voice, whether that of a man or a woman 
he does not know.

Then there follows a scuffle. Wright was 
badly frightened. He started to run and 
stumbled up the steps of Florence Ballard’s 
house.

Simultaneously a shot was fired by. some 
One from behind. Both the young men be- 
gan running. Several other shots were 
fired. They sobered Wright up so that 
be covered ground rapidly. 

At Jefferson avenue they turned and ran 
toward Walnut street. A short distance 
from the corner Hoke stopped. He grabbed 
his comrade by the arm. 

“Dick, I'm shot,’ he said. 

“No, you're not,” replied Wright taking 
hold of him. Then he saw that something 
Was wrong and led him into No. 10's engine- 
house at Jefferson avenue and Walnut 
Street. 

Hoke immediately began failing rapidly. 
The police came in and summoned an ambu- 
Sance. By the time the wounded man reached 
the hospital he was unconscious. 

Dr. Butter found that he had not been 
shot. He had three stab wounds on the 
right side. They must have been given him 
in the first mix-up on the street. One of 
them was very bad. It entered beneath the 
Seventh rib, pierced the pleural and ab- 
Gorminal cavities and entered the liver to 
the extent of ah inch and a half. An 
operation was immediately performed and 
the bleeding from the liver stopped as much 
@* possible, but Dr. Butter expressed the 
belief that the wounds were fatal.

NIGHT IN A CELL. 


LOCKED UP WITH NEGROES. 


Patrolman Dunn Arrested Him for Re- 
fusing to Get Off the Sidewalk 
in Front of the Planters’,

Ernest Biebinger, son of Frederick W. Bie- 
binger, president of the Fourth National 
Bank, was arrested at 1 a. m. Thursday in 
front of the Planters’ Hotel by Patrolman 
Dunn because he declined to vacate the side- 
walk. 

Dunn owns that sidewalk at thAt hour, as 
everyone knows who has had occasion to 
pass there or to stop and chat with an ac- 
quaintance. 

Mr. Biebinger occupied a cell at Chestnut 
Street Police Station until 3 a. m., when 
he was loaded into the police van with a 
lot of negroes and common drunks and 
transferred to the Central Police Station, 
where he again occupied a cell, until 7:30 
a. m., when Attorney Bush furnished bond 
for his release. 

Mr. Biebinger, who is 32 years old and 
lives at 1802 Hickory street, was at the 
Planters’ Hotel until 1 a. m. with some 
acquaintances. 

At that hour he left to go home. On the 
sidewalk in front of the ‘hotel was a party 
of well-dreased men, who were atiempting 
to convince a drunken man that it was 
time to retire. Biebinger stopped to watch 
the argument, when Patrolman Dunn came 
up. He insisted on arresting the inebriate, 
although his friends promised to take care 
of him. 

Mr. Riebinger approached the officer, told 
him who he is, and said he would be re- 
sponsible for the drunken man. 

That angered Dunn, and after abusing 
him, the policeman ordered him away from 
the scene. 

Biebinger refused to go. He said he was 
doing no harm, and promised the officer 
he would remain there as long as he 
pleased, so long as he behaved himself. 

“I'll show you whether you can or not,” 
roared the policeman, “I'll lock you up in- 
stead of this man; come with me, you —— 
—— ———* and he jeri:ed Mr. Biebinger by 
the collar to the edge of the sidewalk. 

He marched him through the middle of the 
streets to the Police Station, where he 
caused him to be locked up under the charge 
of “refusing to vacate.” 

On the way to the station Dunn insisted

not attempt to escape and that he would 
gladly go to the station with him, but Dunn 
evidently thought he had a‘ train robber 
and when Biebinger was released on bond, 
nearly seven hours later, he exhibited the 
marks of the officer’s iron grasp. 

Biebinger asked that his father be tel- 
ephoned for, so that he might procure bond 
and be released, but no one weuld even call 
a messenger for him. So he occupied a cell 
with three drunken negro roustabouts. His 
fine clothes, his diamonds and his general 
demeanor indicated to the officers no differ- 
ence between him and the common herd. 

In the Police Court the charge against 
Biebinger was continued for two days. 

Mr. Biebinger says that he will not allow 
the case to be nolle prossed; that he will in- 
sist on a trial, and that he and his friends 
will see what can be done to punish the po- 
lice officers. 


PERRINE GRANT 


Minority Report of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Public Lands Very Se- 
vere on Francis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—Senator 
Pettigrew of South Dakota presented this 
afternoon the report of the minority of the 
Committee on Public Lands in the. Perrine 
case. It is a stinging arraignment of ex- 
Secretary of the Interior David R. Francis, 
who ordered the patents issued, and bears 
down heavily upon Isaac H. Lionberger, 
who, as Assistant Attorney-Gerenal of the 
Interior, had declared that the grant had 
been complied with. Senator Pettigrew 
Bays: 

“After careful consideration of all the ev!i- 
dence presented, the minority of the com- 
mittee are of the opinion that the facts in 
the case do not bear out the conclusions of 
the majority, but that on the contrary hv 
compliance of the Perrine heirs with the 
provisions of the grant has been made. by 
fraudulent pretended compliance patents 
have been secured to nearly 23,000 acres of 
the public domain, in fraud of the rights of 
the people of the United States and without 
any censideration whatever.” 

The report is not signed, but it is un- 
derstood that it is indorsed by_ Senators 
Pettigrew, Tillman and Berry. The report 
reviews at length the testimony which was 
taken by the Benate Committee on Public 
Lands; goes into the examination of wit- 
nesses and cites sworn affidavits to show 
that the terms of the grant were not car- 
ried out by the Perrines,, but that the

The Recent Frosts Have Been Highly

CHICAGO, April 22.—Dispatches report 
damage amounting to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to early fruits by frost.

GREEKS TAKE PLATAMONO. 


The Naval Attack on the Turkish 
Town Was Successful. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—A dispatch to 
the Sun from Athens says that the naval 
attack on the Turkish town of Platamono 
has been successful. A force was landed 
from the Greek warships after the Turks 
evacuated the fort commanding the town, 
They found that the Moslems had left 
behind them a considerable quantity of 
munitions of war. These the Greeks de- 
etroyed. 

From present indications it appears to be 
the intention of the commander of the 
fieet to attack all of the coast towns of 
importance northwerd uptil Salonica is 
reached. Critics declare that the first at- 
tack should have been made upon Salon- 
ica, the capture of which would have 
meant the cutting off of the supplies of the 
Turkish army. 

It is reported.in Athens that despite the 
reports that the attack by the Greek war- 
om s upon Preveza, at the entrance of the 
Gulf of Arta, had been abandoned, heavy 
bombardment of that place is still going 


on. 

The Atheniane are disgusted at the delay 
of the Greek warships in capturing Pre- 
veza and the bungling manner in which 
Capt. Criesis has conducted the bombard- 
ment. He awaited the King’s direct orders 
all Sunday before opening fire upon Pre- 
Vera, and since then has been greatly ham- 
pered by rough seas. 

Details have reached here of the flercely 
contested artillery duel which took place 
at Arta on Monday. The battle was be- 
tween the Greek hill batteries behind Arta 
and the Turkish batteries across the river, 
in which three of the four Turkish batteries 
were silenced quickly, and after six hours’ 
fighting the fourth battery, consisting of 
six guns under command of a German of- 
ficer, was compelled to cease firing. The 
Greek batteries aggregated fifteen guns. 

The Turks retreated at sunset, and 40,000 
Greek infantry, with a squadron of cavalry 
and a battery of field artillery, crossed the 
river early on Tuesday morning and were 
within the Turkish border. 

Near the mouth of the river on the Turk- 
ish side the Turks were overtaken and a 
sharp battle ensued, in which the losses 
on both sides were very heavy. The Greeks 
scored a slight advantage in the fight, but 
the result was by no means decisive, The 
shelis from the Turkish batteries wrecked 
the homes of hundreds of Greeks living in 
the poorer quarters of Arta, and some of 
the homeless have taken refuge in the 
churches, while others are sleeping in the 
open air. 


COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


Greek Major, Ansolinas, Kills Himself 
at Turnova.. 


LONDON, April 22.—Maj. Ansolinas, who 
gave the order for the abandonment at 
Gritzovali by the Greek troops and who

BOTH THE GARIBALDIS. 


The Brothers Will Devote Themselves 
to the Cause of Greece. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—Lieut. Maulo Gar- 
ibaldi of the Italian navy has sailed from 
New York on the Teutonic, with the pur- 


pose of aiding the Greeks in their present 
Struggie, as his brother is about to do. 
“Wherever the cause of human liberty 
needs a leader, there is the place for a Gar- 
abald!,”” were his words to his friend, C. A. 
Barratonl|, before leaving. 

Young Garabaldi arrived in New York 
last February. He had previously visited 
this country, during the World’s Fair. He 
is 24 years old and more than 6 feet tall, and 
bears a striking resemblance to his dis- 
tinguished father. 

“Garibaldi told me,’ said Mr. Barratoni, 
“that his object in coming to America was 
to establish himself in business. Together 
we had almost completed arrangements for 
his investing in a business project that I 
was familiar with. A week ago he received 
a letter from his brother in Rome, telling 
him that he expectéd to lead a battalion of 
Italian volunteers agginst the Turks. Then 
Lieut. Maulo confided to me that between 
him and his brother there had been an un- 
derstanding for years, that should the cause 
of Greece need assistance they should aid.”’ 


MR. ANGELL’S VIEWS. 


The President’s Appointee Says Tur- 
key Is Sure to Win. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 22.—Hon. 
James B. Angell, President of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and President McKin- 
ley’s appointee as Minister to Turkey, spent 
yesterday and last night here, en route to 


Ann Arbor, Mich., where he goes to confer 
with the trustees of the university in re- 

gard to his acceptance of the position ten- 
ered him. 

Before his departure this morning, Mr. 
Angell, in response to queries, talked freely 
on the Graeco-Turkish situation. He said 
emphatically that he had no doubt of Tur- 
key ultimately winning and declared that, if 
no outside interference occurred, Greece 
would be totally annihilated. He expressed 
the highest confidence tn the fighting quali- 
ties of the Turks and said Greece is staking 
all on one decisive blow and has risked her 
existence. 

When asked why the powers did not at- 
tempt to pacify Turkey, as well as Greéce, 
he expressed the opinion that they were 
afraid of Russia. He said it was Russia's 
policy to encourage Turkey in bringing on 
a general embroilment, in which Turkey 
would be.annihilated and eventually come 
into the Czar’s possession. He thinks it 
highly probable that all of Europe will be 
engaged in a general war. 

Mr. Angell refused to say positively 
whether or not he would accept the ap- 
pointment tendered him, but he intimated 
that he would do so.

Following is Mr. Allen's resolution: 

Resolved, That the established policy 
of the United States of avoiding entang- 
ling alliances with European powers 
is in no respect violated by our sym- 
pothising with the Christian people of 

reece tn their present heroic struggle 
against the advancement of the Otto- 
man Empiré; and that, in the j‘,igment 
of the Senate, it would be a recognition 
of the wishes of all for the Executive 
to express to:the Government of Greece 
the sympathy of the American people. 

Mr. Allen supported the resolution by 
citing precedents in which the United States 
had expressed sympathy for those strug- 
gling against oppression. He also read from 
manuscript a detailed statement of the 
affairs of Crete from early times. 

At the request of Chairman Davis of the 
Foreign Relations Committee the Allen 
resolution expressing sympathy for Greece 
was referred to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Mr. Davis promising speedy action. 

Senatof Morgan of Alabama made a sen- 
sational speech against the disorganized 
condition of the Senate and House com- 
mittees, and declared that the Speaker of 
the House, who was called the Great White 
Czar, should be known hereafter as the 
“Great White Filibuster.” 

Senator Allen proposed a resolution that 
all legislative business shall stop until Con-

‘Then he was known only as “Dr. Dock- 
ery.” Prior to his election to Congress Dr. 
Dockery’s office holding was limited to a 
erm as County Physician of Livingstone 
ounty, and probably one or two municipal 
offices, such as Mayor of Gallatin, the 
lace where he now resides. However, Dr. 
kery had been active in Democratic 
politics and had done much good work for 
the party. He retired from the practice of 
medicine and entered the banking business 
in Gallatin a few years before he was 
elected to Congress. As a campaigner, 
there are few men in the State of Mis- 
ourl who can excel Congressman Dockery. 

e has been continuously in Congress ever 
since he was first elected, and, with the 
exception of one or two off years, his ma- 
jority has steadily grown larger, notwith- 
etanding that on several occasions he has 
made the race against highly influential 
men. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter talked with the 
Third District Congressman Wednesday 
about matters political. When asked about 
the probability of his candidacy for the 
office of Governor, Dr. Dockery said: 
“Many of my friends have mentioned the 
subject to me, It is too early yet to make 
a decision one way or the other, so I have 
taken no positive action. I will say, how- 
ever, that have not discouraged my 
friends in regard to my candidacy, neither 
have I urged them forward. I cannot tell 
yet what will be the outcome. The elec- 
tion of a Governor is a long way off, you 
know.

Messrs. Dockery and Farris do not in- 
fringe upon each other tn a geographical 
sense.-Congressman Dockery is from Galla- 
tin, Daviess Co., the northwestern corner 
of the State; while Speaker Farris Is at 
home down at Lebanon, Laclede County, the 
most romantic and picturesque section of 
the Ozark Mountain region. 

There has also been some agitation among 
Missouri Democrats to start a Gubernatorial 
boom for Congressman Mont Cochran of St. 
Joseph. But it is known positively that Con- 
gressman Cochran does not aspire to be 
Governor of Missouri. He has frequently so 
stated on previous occasions when friends 
approached him on the subject. There is 
nothing more to the liking of the St. Joe 
editor than a seat in Congress, where, to 
use his own language, ‘‘there is opportu 
to knock the gold bugs fore and aft.”” With 
such men as Messrs. Dockery and Farris 
and the others that will fall into line as the 
campaign approaches, Missouri Democrats 
will experience no difficulty in selecting a 
good man for Governor. And, as hag been 
the rule in previous campaigns, a Demo- 
eratic nomination for a State office in Mis- 
souri will continue to be equivalent to elec- 
tion.

In 
St. Bernard, just below tha c‘ty, two levees 
were on the verge of tumbling. The whole 
section was aroused and every man re- 
sponded. They are still working and a 
crevasse has been avoided by building 
practically new levees, 

At Pike’s Peak Levee, in St. James, 
across the river, the parish was not only 
aroused, but the Texas & Pacific carried up 
a lot of men and material, and by twenty- 
four hours’ work avoided a catastrophe, 
for forty feet of the levee had sloughed off. 
A crevasse there would have done twice as 
much damage as the Mississippi breaks. 
On Bonnet Garre, on this side of the river, 
an army has been at work a week. A 
crevasse there would remove all possible 
danger to New Orleans. 

The citizens have largely augmented the 
levee board’s forces in New Orleans and a 
thousand men are at work. There will be 
a conference between citizens and officials 
and it is proposed to guarantee enough 
money to raise the —e. cordon of banks 
around the city. Mayor Flower has ordered 
not to spare houses and streets in securing 
earth or room wherever extra work is 
needed to insure safety. So far only one 
house has been torn down, but the work has 
just begun.

PUERTO PRINCIPE. 


FIGHTING LASTED TEN DAYS. 


Smail-Pox Breaks Out in the Cell Oc- 
cupied by the Competitor 
Prisoners. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—The Sun has the 
following cable from Havana: 

From Puerto Principe comes news of se- 
vere fighting, which lasted ten days, be-’ 
tween the Spanish columns of Rizo and 
Cruz Gonzales and several bands of in- 
surgents, numbering about 2,00 men, At 
first the Spanish were victorious, but the 
Cubans rallied and gave desperate and 
harassing battle day and night. The Span- 
lards were then very tired, and they had 
lost 300 men. Until the evening of April 
7 they fought bravely in Guayabo, but 
when their ammunition was exhausted, 
and they were harassed on all sides, they 
broke and fled to the estate of Los Bo- 
tones, where they met a fresh column 
commanded by Col. Cruz Gonzales. Of the 
column of Rizo, which numbered 1,500 men 
when it started from Puerto Principe, only 
1,000 soldiers, panic-stricken and exhausted, 
entered Los Botones. 

The column of Col. Cruz Gonzales num- 
bered 2,000 men, including 500 cavalry. The 
Cubans continued the attack, and then the 
Spaniards took the road to Puerto Prin- 


cipe, Gonzales at the rear. protecting 
the troops of Col. Rizo. The march 
was slow and nearly every hour the Span- 
jards had to stop to defend themselves in 
hand-to-hand fights. At last a entered 
Puerto Principe on April 12, totally defeat- 
ed, after leaving 8 killed along their 
route. 

La Lucha in an editorial announces that 
McKinley has notified the Cuban Junta 
that the United States is disposed to brin 
about the indictment of its members i 
they continue their conspiracy against 
Spain.

Half a million dollars had been sent to 
Springfield to corrupt the Illinois Legis- 
lature before the Humphrey bills of in- 
famy passed the State Senate. Half a 
million more must be sent if corporate 
greed and aggression is to prevail against 
public right and interest. For, against 
the storm of righteous indignation now 
raging, the cowering wretches once 
bought must be bought again if they are 
to brave the fury of an outraged people.

The concen- 
tration of capital made possible by the 
improved means of production, communica- 
tion and transportation, and which results 
in trusts, the Socialist regards as a move- 
ment altogether desirable. What he wishes 
for, what he expects, ig that when the 
pusiness of the country shall come under 
the control of a few great trusts the Gov- 
ernment will step in and substitute ftself 
for the individuals in enjoyment of the 
monopolies. Then we should have the Gov- 
ernment as the only capitalist, the only 
employer, and the co-operative common- 
wealth, the dream of the Socialist, would 
be realized. 

Of course there is nothing of which the 
Rockefellers and Carnegies and Hunting- 
tons disapprove so heartily as Socialism. 
They abhor the word, and so do their good 
friends, the respectable politicians of the 
Republican party, who give them a pro- 
tective tariff, the gold standard and what- 
ever else they think necessary to the in- 
crease of their profits and power. It will 
strike the millionaires of the trusts and 
their servitors as grotesque to accuse them 
of being Socialists, yet the professed 8So- 
cialists recognize in them, if not brothers 
in purpose, then instrumentalities im- 
mensely potent for the breaking down of 
our competitive civilization. 

Senator Chandler, also, will be astonished, 
and vastly amused, too, perhaps, to find 
himself classed as a Socialist. But, whether 
he knows it or not, he is really fulfilling So- 
cialistic prophecy. The Bethlehem and 
Carnegie steel trust having refused to 
furnish armor for our warships except on 
its own terms, Senator Chandler has intro- 
duced a bill to authorize the authorities 
to take possession of the works and oper- 
ate them until the Government has sup- 
plied itself with all the armor it needs, 

If the trusts are not too dull to perc®ive 
the significance of this Chandler bill they 
will mend their ways, moderate their ap- 
petites and not provoke the people to ap- 
plaud a proposal which may readily be 
extended in fts application to trusts other 
than the greedy and defiant, if strictly busi- 
nesslike, armor combine. The American 
people are far from being Socialistic in in- 
tention, but there is danger, real danger, 
that in their resentment at the power and 
aggressiveness of private capital they may 
be goaded into giving countenance to such 
acts of reprisal as that contemplated by 
the indignant Chandler—which would be 
rank Socialism. 

Extremes have an inherent tendency to 
meet, and the trusts by pursuing their own 
selfish ends are blindly pushing themselves 
toward destruction through governmental 
absorption. The movement is not one that 
entices the American spirit, which is nat- 
urally self-reliant and intensely individual. 
But if the issue should be brought to the 
form: ‘Shall the trusts run the Govern- 
ment, or the Government run the trusts?’ 
it needs no special foresight to predict the 
popular answer. Therefore every Amerti- 
can who by instinct and conviction ts hos- 
tile to Socialism should by reason of that 
hostility be in opposition to the political

The Indianapolis Street Car Conflict. 


From the New York Journal. 
The eourse of an Indianapolis street car 
corporation last week in violently resisting 


to 8 cents is full of suggestion. Not con- 
tent with applying for an injunction, it 
ordered its conductors to eject passengers 
who refused to pay the old fare, and this 
lawless edict resulted in a series of per- 
sonal assaults, as in most cases the citi- 
zens stood on their rights under the law. 

A corporation exists solely by creation of 
the law, and it should be the last to violate 
the law, by virtue of its own theory of ex- 
istence, as well as by consideration of the 
ultimate results which the argument by 
force is certain to entail. Were it not for 
respect for the law on the part of the peo- 
ple, the action of corporations, which in- 
trench their interests* behind lega] enact- 
ments so easily invoked for their support, 
would be terribly embarrassed. Where 
there is now one attempt of the people, 
the working classes in especial, to reclaim 
some of their rights, there would then be a 
score. When there is a movement of those 
oppressed by the corporate action to make 
resistance which has the color of vialence, 
the assistance of the police and frequently 
of the military, State or Federal, or some- 
times both, is sharply invoked, and as 
promptly granted. When the law is on its 
side, the corporation is horrified at law- 
lessness. 

When the ease is reversed and corporate 
greed discovers itself opposed by law, we 
find it proceeding in the case at issue to the 
Same mode of natural redress, whieh, if 
pursued by its opponents, it would stigma- 
tize as mob violence and anarchy. It 
makes the essential difference which ox is 
gored. Precisely the same right of the peo- 
ble exists to call on Government to sUp- 
press the anarchy of a corporation as in 
the case of the corporation to subdue the 
violence of a mob, In setting the example 
of lawlessness corporations pave the way 
to their own destruction, for they dispense 
with the only buttress which gives them 
strength.

THE SYNCRONOGRAPH TESTED. 


A Machine That Will Revolutionize 
Telegraphy If It Can Be Op- 
erated Successfully.

made plain that under absolutely favorable | 
conditions, a high speed of transmission | 
could be obtained. 

The speed of 3,000 words a minute applies | 
only to one message sent in one direction , 
over the wire. With the quadruplex proc- | 


ess, in use in ordinary telegraphy, by which 
two messages are sent in the same direc- | 
tion over a single wire, simultaneously with | 


two messages coming from the opposite di- | 
rection, the total would be 12,000 words a, 
minute. 

For several years the Western Union has | 
wsed the Wheatstone system of automatic 
telegraphy, which sends 260 words a min- | 
ute, and is practically the only device that 
has met all requirements. 

The syncronograph is in effect a proposed 
improvement on the Wheatstone. The tele- 
graphed account of its ae ee resembles 
the description of the heatstone. In the 
Jatter a strip of perforated tape is run over 
three cylinders, each carrying needles. The 
perforations catching the needles on the 
central cylinder, the strip is drawn through 
the maakine. Other perforations catching 
the needles on the other cylinders, cause , 
them to revolve, thus making and breaking 
the current, just as the operator’s key 
makes and breaks the currents in ordinary 
telegraphy. A_ receiving machine prints. 
upon another slip of paper the letters ac- | 
cording to the Morse alphabet. Operators | 
¢transiate the slips and render them into in- | 
telligible messages on typrewriters, 

From the description of the syncronograpnh | 
the proposed process is in its general outline 

ialar to this. The paper in both systems 
is perforated by operators who manipulate 
a three-keyed instrument, one key repre- 
senting a dot, another @ dash and the third 
@ space, the combination producing the let- 
ters of the Morse alphabet. This paper is 
run through the machine, but instead of 
catching needles, as in the Wheatstone, 

asses between two points of electrical con- 
act, so that it breaks the current except 
where the perforations permit the current 
-4 pass from one point of contact to the 
other. 

Instead of a continuous current, as in the 
Wheatstone, an ettesnaling current is used. 
In the alternations there is an inapprecia- 
ble period when there is no current.

He also ex- 
pressed doubt as to the accuracy of an in- 
strument in receiving 3,000 words a minute, 
even by means of a photographic plate. 

According to Mr. Hawley, there have been 
efforts to devise a rapid automatic trans- 
mitter for fifteen years. The first result was 
the American automatic process which sent 
1,800 words a minute between Buffalo and 
Indianapolis. It was abandoned because its 
utility was not commensurate with the ex- 
pense of its operation. 

“The machine cost its backers $5,000 just |

ceiving instrument,”’ said Mr. Hawley.

IOWA MULCT LAW. 


The Manufacture of Liquor Will Now 
Be Allowed. 


DES MOINES, Ia., April 22.—The last

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 22.—The Senate 
was engrossed with a butterine Dill this 
morning. Berry introduced the measure, 
which prohibits the coloring yeilow of any 
substance designed to displace butter. For 
an hour there Was a spirited argument on 
his motion to advance the bill to second 
reading without reference. Mahoney and 
Crawford opposed the motion, contending 
that the bill was aimed at the butterine in- 
terests and would deprive the workingman 
of his butter. It required a two-thirds vote 
to suspend the rules and the former mem- 
bers could not marshal enough votes to ad- 
vance the bill. Berry said that a similar bill 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Live Stock and Dairying had been practi- 
cally killed by being referred to a sub-com- 
mittee.

PERMITS WHICH 
SEEM ILLEGAL. 


QUEER ENTRIES AT THE BUILD- 
ING COMMISSIONER’S. 


AN INVESTIGATION RESENTED. 


Clerks Greatly Excited, but Mr. Ran- 
dall Glibly “Explains” Matters 
to His Satisfaction. 


Strange things have a way of happening 
periodically in the office of Building Com- 
missioner J. Harry Randall. Now it is a 


' $500,000 building permit and another for $35,- 


000 which are brought to light accidentally 
five days after they are supposed to have 
been issued. 

The new building ordinance went fnto 
effect last Saturday. Among other things 
it limits the height of buildings to two and 
one-half times the width of the street on 
which they front and requires theaters fo 
be built in conformity with the strict rules 
in the interest of safety. 

A permit has been issued for a twenty- 


Story building at Seventh and Olive streets. 
It is to be lj> feet high. Olive and Seventh 
Streets are sixty feet wide. Two and one- 
half times Sixty feet are 150 feet. The new 
building will be twenty-five feet higher 
than the ordinance allows. 

The other permm& is for a theater at the 
southwest corner of Sixth and St. Charles 
streets. The plans do not 
quirements of the new ordinance. 

30th permits are dated April 16, the day 
before the new ordinance became effec tive. 
Saturday there was no entry in the books 
of the office to show that the permits hag 
been issued, and they were not on the list 
prepared daily for the inspection of re- 
porters. 

A stub In the permit book now bears the 
records, and the permits are on Friday's 
list. The stub for the $500,000 permit is not 
dated. The ink shows clearly that both 

entries on the stub and list were made 
later than the others bearing the date of 
April 16. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter tried to obtain 
an explanation-of these suspicious circum- 
stances, 

The Building Cémmissioner was not in. 
The attention of Assistant Commissioner 
Stemme was called to the queer entries. 

“There is something wrong here,”’ he 
said, frowning. He called Clerk Worsam 
from the back office. “Did you issue these 
permits?’ he asked. 

‘No, sir:’’ answered W orsam, 
issued by the Commissioner.’ 

The entries were apparently the hand- 
writing of Worsam. Mr. Stemme studied 
them for a moment, shgugged his shoulders 
hopelessly and went ack to his desk. 

John H. Randall, the commissioner’s fa- 
ther, came over and nearly strained himself 
trying to explain that it was all right.

The rumor of a consolidation of the Edi-

Thursday that a combine had been formed. 

Attorney Sim Price of the St. Louls 

Company acknowledged that some sort of 

rrangement might be made by which the 

Edison Company would increase itg Scop. 

It is thought that the consolidation will 
be announced as soon as the projected re- 
organization of the Edison Company takes 
place. 

A well known investor said Thursday: 
“The consolidation of these two companies 
will place every lighting company in St. 
Louis under practically the same manage- 
ment and will make it more difficult than 
ever for outside companies to compete for 
the city lighting contract. 

“At present the Edison Company has the 
exclusive St. Louis right to use the Gen- 
eral Electric Company's dynamos and sup- 

lies. The Missouri Electric controls the 

festinghouse Company’s machinery in the 
game way. The St. Louis Light and Power 

Company's recent consolidation with the 
Western Electric Company of Chicago gave 
it the exclusive right to the Western Com- 
pany’s machinery here. 

“If the St. Louis and Edison companies 
merge they will control the St. Louis right 
to use nine-tenths of the electrical machin- 
ery turned out in this country and it will 
be impossible for a new company to enter 
the field in competition with the combine,”

THE ELECTION COMMISSIONERS’ 
SCHOOL BOARD DECISION. 


PROPERTY QUALIFICATION ONLY 


They Must Have Been Tax Payers for 
Three Years Preceding Their 
Nomination. 


Women may compete with men for places 
on the new St. Louis School Board, to be 
elected under the provisions of the Civic 
Federation School Board law. 

The Election Commissioners so decided 
Thursday. This decision was reached after 
consultation with City Counselor Mar- 
shall, who advised that women are eligi- 
ble to serve as School Directors. 

There is one restriction, however, No 
nominations will be received of persons who 
are not taxpayers, as shown by the Asscs- 
sor’s records, and they must have been tax 
payers for at least three years preceding 
their nomination. : 
The women may find congsolatiun in that 
the tax paying restriction applies to men 
the same as women, ; 
It is expected this news will be joyfully 
received by St. Louis women, «specially 
those who incline toward the equal sufirage 
theory. It is argued that inasmucn as 
women are as much, and frequently even 
more, deeply interested in school affairs 
than men, it is but right that they be al- 
lowed to participate in school management. 
Another argument along this line is that 
the women tax payers are not exempt be- 
cause of their sex, and that when they are 
not allowed to take part in conducting pub- 
lic school policy, the result is taxation 
without representation. 

Since the decision of the Election Com- 
missioners there will doubtless be a large 
array of women candidates. Various clubs 
will offer good material and the only difli- 
culty liable to arise is the fact that there 
may be so many candidates as to result in 
disappointment, since the number of di- 
rectors to be elected is limited. So far as 
has developed up to date, the women candi- 
dates will be strictly non-partisan. 

Among those who have been mentioned as 
robable candidates are Mrs. Mulkey and 
Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns. 

The former was first in the field and claims 
to have a large support in South St. Louis. 
She has quite a reputation as a speaker. 


WIFE SEEKS PROPERTY. 


Says She Was Deserted, but Has 
Traced Her Husband’s Funds. 


Louisa Denning filed suit in the Circuit 
Court Thursday asking that Frances A. 
Denning be temporarily enjoined from pay- 
ing $2,637.50 to William FF. Denning until 
such time as the plaintiff can establish her 
cla‘en to a share of the money. Mra, Louisa 
Denning says she was married to William 
F, Denning in 186, but was deserted by 
him many years ago. Since that time he 
has been a wanderer and she has never 
heard from him directly. 

A short time ago John W. Denning, his 
father, died, leaving a small estate to be 
administered by his daughter, Frances A. 
Denning. In the settlement made in the 
Probate Court the administratrix allows 
William F. Denning 3$2,637.50, as his share 
of the estate, and is prepared to pay him 
that amount.

“Finally relations must be regarded and 
all the fine instincts of men subserved, as 
also their capacity, not merely to enjoy 
themselves in high and pure ways, but to 
bring the highest and purest enjoyment to 
those with whom they mingle—in fine, so- 
clal well being means, social morality, 
and this can be secured only by the prac- 
tice of the purest ethics; for ethics com- 
prehends the laws of right living. So the 
relation of art to social well-being resolves 
itself at once into the simple questions, 
does it in any of its forms stimulate eth- 
ical conduct? Does it induce that moral 
State which is essential to happy rela- 
tions in society? Does it awaken slumber- 
ing possibilities? Does it induce jntellect- 
ual activity? Does it bring members of so- 
ciety to realize that deep, true, religious 
life, which, after all, concerns happiness 
more than any other one. element, y 
teaching love to our neighbors, by making 
sacrifice easy, by stirring the soul to the 
loftiest contemplation of creative power;

INTERESTING CAREER OF MR. ED- 
MUND P. WALSH. 


HE IS NOW QUITE 


Sketch of an Interesting Pioneer 
Whose Family Record Is Part 
of the City’s Early History. 


ILL. 


Edmund P. Walsh, the veteran Deputy 
Cireuit Clerk, has not been at his desk 
in the Court-house for a week. Mr. Walsh 
ia confined to his home, 3627A Laclede ave- 
nue, suffering from a serious attack of ill- 
ness. Mr. Walsh expressed the belief. 
however, that he would be able to resume 
his work shortly. His ailment is diagnosed 
as chronic dyspepsia. Owing to his age, 
his friends feared that his ailment might 
have terminated seriously. 

Edmund P. Walsh is a pioneer St. Lou- 
isan. He was born here 60 years ago and 
fhhas resided here continuously. He entered 
public life in 1854, when he was appointed 
Clerk of the Board of Health, which he 
held one term. In 1866 he was appointed 
Deputy Clerk of what was then known 
as the “Land Court,” since abolished. In 
1861 he was made clerk of the same court, 
For 
the next ten years Mr. Walsh was a Jury 
Commissioner, and at the expiration of his 


ervice in that office, In 1876, he was made 
puty Circuit Clerk, in which position he 
has since continuously remained. 

“T remember very well,”’ said Mr. Walsh, 
“when Seventh street was the western lim- 
its of the city of St. Louis. I also remem- 
ber when a newcomer who wanted to en- 
gage in mercantile business was reckless 
enough to start a store on Fourth street 
mear where the Planters’ Hotel now stands. 
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PDMUND P. WALSH. 


I say he was reckless simply because that 
is what everybody said about him. They 
regarded Fourth street as entirely too far 
away from the business center, which was 
along the banks of the Mississippi River. 
The reckless man made it go, however, and 
the time came when he was more in touch 
with the business center than the people 
who maintained their establishments closer 
to the river front.” 

Edmund Walsh was a son of Patrick 
Walsh, who was appointed a Justice of the 
Peace in St. Louis in 1820—before the State 
was admitted to the Union. In those days 
a Justice of the Peace was a notable per- 
sonage. In fact, the Justice had much more 
‘power than is now delegated to that office. 

early all cases were tried in the Justice 
Court. When Patrick Walsh held that of- 
fice he was monarch of all he surveyed, 
for there was no other Justice in St. Louis 
City or County. At that time the county 
and city were not separated. As an in- 
stance of the power of the Justice Court 
in those early days, Judge Walsh once tried 
a negro for a heinous crime and sentenced 
him to death. The public approved the sen- 
tence to such extent that the prisoner was 
burned to death in expiation of his crime, 
although this cruel form of punishment 
Was not contemplated by the trial judge. 
Patrick Walsh was a native of Ireland and 
was one of the first settlers in St. Louis. 
He died in 1857. 

Edmund P. Walsh, theveteran Deputy Cir- 
cult Clerk, was educated for the drug trade 
when he was a youth, and at the age of 

19 years he established the first drug store 
that Carondelet ever had. At that time 
Carondelet was a city of itself, existing 
under a government independent of St. 
Louis. He also took a hand in enlightening 
the community by becoming a part owner 
in the Carondelet Times, then one of the 
most flourishing B eg in this part of 
MissourlL James B. alsh, brother of EXM- 
mund, was the first Mayor of Carondelet. 
His oMest brother, J. .. Walsh, was the 
first Clerk of the St. Louis Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, holding the office until his 
death. Peter A. Walsh, another brother, 
was for several years public edministrator. 
Edmund Walsh is the gole survivor of the 
male members of Patrick Walsh's family. 

Mr. Walsh takes great interest in St. 
Louis early history, and has a collection of 
early-day souvenirs. One of these is a 
copy of the first ay directory printed here. 
It bears date of and contains less than 
1,000 names. 

Many callers have dropped in to see Mr. 
Walsh since his sickness, and to all of 
them he expresses the belief that he will 
be able to appear at his desk in the court. 
house within a week. He has not been in 
good health for several months.

MUST NOT ABUSE 
THE PRISONERS. 


FORMAL ORDER MADE NECES- 
SARY BY BRUTAL OFFICERS. 


STORY OF A FALLEN WOMAN. 


Punched in the Head, Cursed and 
Drenched With Water Because 
She Was Stubborn. 


The round-up of prisoners in the hold-over 
is now a tame affair in comparison with 
what it was prior to the issuance Wednes- 
day of Capt. O’Malley’s order prohibiting 
the abuse of prisoners. 

The order is couched in positive language, 
and has been served on all members of both 
the police and detective forces. It provides 
that any officer who assaults or uses vile or 


unseemly language to any prisoner, will 
have charges preferred against him and will 
have his official conduct inquired into by 
the Police Commissioners. 

Complaints have frequently been made by 

risoners that they were maltreated by po- 
oemen who inspected them in the holdover. 
The police invariably and unanimously de- 
nounced such complaints as slanders on an 
amiable and much abused constabulary. 
Even after the practice of abusing prisoners 
assumed such proportions that it had to 
be formally inhibited, members of the force 
deny that any prisoner was ever assaulted 
or cursed for not replying to questions. 

Lily Ray's story of her experience in the 
holdover is much like that of other law- 
breakers, but it is the latest and probably 
caused the issuance of the order protect- 
ing prisoners. Lily is a vicious charac- 
ter and has a six months’ Work-house sen- 
tence to serve for swearing at Judge Pea- 
ey | because he fined her for living in open 
sin. 

She charges that she was maltreated by 
Patrolmen Hickey and Finan of the Cen- 
tral Police District and Detective Denny 
O’Connell of Chief Desmond's staff. 

“I have no complaint to lodge against 
any save these three,’’ she said. “Every- 
body else, turnkeys, sergeants and all, 
have been kind.to me. I have been sick 
nearly ever since I was locked up, and 
feel especially grateful to atron Breen 
for her kindness to me. 

“Tuesday morning I was feeling unusually 
bad, and en ae | on my cot trying to 
rest. Policem ickey came along and 
stopped at my cell. My eyes were ciosed. 
He pushed his club through the pers ane

told me to get up; that he wante 


enough; that he had arrested me on a num- 
ber of occasions, and could hardly have for- 
otten how I looked. I did not get up and 

@ cursed me. I pretended not to hear 
him and he said he would see whether or not 
I would do as he requested. He left and I 
tried to go to sleep. 

“The first thing I knew I was drenched 
to the skin with a bucket of cold water. I 
was clad only in a loose wrapper and the 
water literally covered me. I jumped to 
my feet, chilled and frightened. Hickey 
stood there with the empty bucket in his 
hand, laughing at me. He said he guessed 
I would get up the next time he wanted 
to get a look at me. 

“T was sick, and am no better on account 
of the drenching. Matron Breen gave me 
some dry clothes. 

“Patrolman Finan has always been 
abusive to me. He had talked to me in a 
shameful manner when I was locked up. 
But he never struck me but once. That 
was not long ago, when he asked me a 
question that I refused to answer. I told 
him I would answer the questions put to 
me in court, but I did not have to answer 
the questions put to me by a common po- 
liceman. Then he struck me in the face 
with his hand open. Of course, it did not 
hurt me much, but no policeman has a 
right to slap a prisoner, much less a de- 
fenseless woman. 

“Detective O'Connell. never struck me, 
but he has called me the vilest names. A 
few days ago he came in here when Ida 
West was locked up in a cell adjoining 
mine. Now Ida West is no better than 
I am, but O’Connell stood between our 
cells and told her to breathe the air from 
the side of her cell opposite mine.- He said 
the lowest creature on earth was too good 
to breathe the same air I breathed, and he 
called me horrible names. Since the order 
prohibiting such things has been issued 
O’Connell has never spoken to me.” 

Capt. O’Malley would not discuss the 
order with a Post-Dispatch reporter. He 
admitted issuing it and said it was written 
in one of the police records, but he would 
not give the reporter permission to read 
or copy it, 

“There were no particular acts that 
prompted the issuance of any such an 
order,” said the Captain. “‘We merely want 
to protect our prisoners. I do not think 
any prisoners were assaulted while in the 
holdover by any policeman. I would have 
suspended any officer who struck a prisoner 
for nothing, whether there was an order 
or not. 

“Now about the water throwing. Some 
of the prisoners would get stubborn and 
would refuse to come out when requested. 
It was the custom to take a cup of water 
and sprinkle their faces a little, but there 
was no throwing of buckets of water such 
as some of the prisoners complain of. The 

risoners as a rule are a hard lot, and it 
S possible that the officers went a little 
too far with them. If they did I don’t know 
it. The order was issued to prevent any 
such cing. It will be strictly enforced, 
too, and if any officer, be he a policeman 
or detective, should ignore the order, he 
will have to answer to the police board.” 

Capt. O’Malley explained the “rounding 
up” of the prisoners. He said if any crim- 
inal of note was captured he was led be- 
fore the officers at ll o’clock at night and at 
11 o’clock at day, as the officers went to 
work, so they could acquaint themselves 
with his features. The police were formed 
in a line and the prisoner is merely walked 
in front of the officer. He may be asked 
— but he is not compelled to answer
